ALLIANCE HERALD PARTIALLY LIFT

THE QUARANTINE

Nebraska Live Stock Board Permits
shipments Into State from Some
Districts in Other States

Lincoln, Nebr., March 17—The
state live stock board partially lifted
the foot and mouth disease guaran-
tine at a meeting held In the gover-
nor's office,

By the action of the board the ban
s lifted from cloven-footed animals
shipped in from South Dakota, Mis-
sourl and a large portion of lowa,
Kangas, the eastern part of lowa,
Minnegota and other eastern states
are s'ill barred from sending such
stock Into Nebraska except fro pur-
poses of immediate slanehter,

However, all stock shipped In from
the territory from which the gquar-
antine restrictions are removed Is
still under suspicion and inspectors
will be busy at South Omaha and
Sloux City, Moreover, upon any
outbreak of the digseage in the free
territory, the board has announced,
its action will be at once rescinded,

The Towa Line

The line of demarcation in lowa
runs north and south along the east
boundary of the following counties
beginning at the top of the state:
Worth, Cerro, Gordo, Franklin, Har-
din, Marshall, Jasper, Marion, Mun-
roe and Appenose. The line is about
168 miles east of Sioux Clty and
about 175 miles east of the Missouri
river at points further south,

With the exception of the three
repregentatives from lowa and Con-
who wrote
a letter on the subject, the opinfon
of the 100 or more live stock men
that the quarantiine
ghould be continued.

Lieut, Gov, W, H. Harding of lo-
wa, the state that suffers the most
from the guarantine, sald that Iowa
might be forced to retalinte if the
bars were not let down. Dr. Gibson,
ITowa state veterinarian, said that Ne-
braska was in more danger of infec-
tion by human beings bringing in the
digsease than by stock., Dr. Vermil-
lion, government Inspector. refused
to expresg an opinion.
